1. I.o aircraft were parked at the Ferleberg (,I 54/T 70) air- 
field on 26 December 1949. a hangar on the southern edge 
'.'.■as being torn down. The tank Installation on the northern 
edge of the field was dismantled except for two sheds and 
the watch tower. Thirty-five not or vehicles, probably tanks, 
were parked on the southwest edge of the field. Soldiers 
wearing red-bordered black epaulets drilled on the landing 
field. 

2 o The field was occupied by about 4,000 Doviet Army troops, 
mostly tank and artillery troops, on 2 January 1950. The 
rear detail of the air force unit previously stationed at 
the field was apparently no longer there since no flying, 
no air force soldiers or motor vehicles were soen. 


3. Ilo aircraft were stationed at the field on 2 January 1950 
but some soviet tanks were there. Doldiars drilled on the 
landing fioM. A civilian firm was engaged in dismantling 
work at the field. 




It was learned from workers of the dismantling firm that the 
Dittstoek (h 54/13 11) airfield was to be expanded as jot 
fighters were to he stationed there. 
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
